LITHUANIAN LOCAL ELECTIONS TO BE HELD 25 MARCH. The Lithuanian Seimas on 15 December 
voted 59 to 10 with 15 abstentions to set the date of local elections for 25 March. Candidates are to be 
nominated by political organizations and the winners determined by a proportional system. The parliament also 
ratified Lithuania's free trade agreement with Ukraine by a vote of 74 to one. President Algirdas Brazauskas 
nominated Pranas Kuris and Vladas Nikitinas as chairman of the Lithuanian Supreme Court and prosecutor-

LITHUANIAN SUPREME COURT CHAIRMAN APPOINTED. The Lithuanian Seimas on 20 December 
voted unanimously to approve President Algirdas Brazauskas's nomination of Pranas Kuris as chairman of the 
Lithuanian Supreme Court. The 56-year-old Kuris was justice minister from 1977 to 1990, ambassador to
